News  .here  in  the  Watergate  area  is  mighty  slim  these  days.  I have 
found  some  of  the  I969D  E/*  Notes  and  I have  them  available  to  those 
who  would  like  to  trade  some  of  their  notes.  If  interested,  just 
send  your  S.A.S.E.  and  want  / trade  list  to  me. 


I have,  recently . received  some  of  the  I969D  notes  in  trade.  I still 
have  not  seen  any  of  the  G/C  or  L/C  Notes,  Have  they  been  released? 
If  so,  I certainly  would  like  some  early  samples. 

As  I have  recently  started  to  obtain  a complete -set  of  Cope  and  In- 
taglio notes  I have  had  some  very  good  success,  I have  received 
official  info  from  the  B.  E.P.  on  the  Serial  Number's  of  the  Cope 
notes  and  have  compiled  the  rest  of  the  info  on  the  Intaglio  Notes, 

I still  have  not  been  able  to  confirm  a theory  I have  that  those 
blocks,  which  ended  at  99*840,000  were  then  completed  by  inserting 
stars  into  the  last  16,000  spaces.  I am  planning  a visit  to  the 
B.E.P.  in  the  very  near  future,  and  I hope  to  clear  up  this  area  by 
requesting  some  information  of  the  personnel  there  and  getting  them 
to  commit  themselves  to  me.  In' a recent  article  of  the  National  In- 
quirer,”'two  men  Were  offered  an  "estimated  $10,000.00  for  an  error 
-$1.00  FRN.  The  error  note  was  pictured  as  having  two  verticale 
stripes  of  black  ink  on  the  reverse  of  the  note.  Well,  I wrote  to 
the -National  Enquirer  requesting  that  they  forward  my  name  and 
address  to  -these  two  men  as  I also  have  an  error  note  of  this  type, 
only  my  note  is  in  CU  condition  and  has  only  one  vertical  stripe  on 
it  on  the  face  of  the  note.  I am  also  interested  in  disposing  of \my 
notq/ 

I have  found  that  by  studying  my  trademates  want  iists,  which  of  the 
notes  are  more  scarce  than  others  and  also  if  there  has  been  some  lat 
release  of  notes  which  should  already  have,  been  in  circulation,  /'or 
example,  the  I969B  I /*  Notes  are  still  scarce  as  are  the  I969C  l/*9 
J/*  and  L/*  when  I look  at  my  own  wants  and  find  that  these  notes  are 
also  still  on  my  lists,  I feel  certain  that  they  are  around,  but  have 
no  idea  where  or  when  they  will  show  up. * By  the. way  earlier  I men- 
tioned that  the  new  "C"  Blocks  were  due  to  sho w up  very  soon,  but  I 
forgot  to  mention  that ’ some  of  the  now  "B"  blocks- are  also  due  A/B, 
C/B,  D/B,  J/B,  K/B.  I would  also  like  some  early  samples  of  these 
notes  as  they  become  available. 

It  looks  like  those  I963A  G/D  Notes  are  still  being  released  out  in 
the  Chicago  District.  My  latest  aquisition  was  a CU  GooxxxxxxD, 
which  fit  into  my  double  zero  starting  number  collection.  Let's  hope 
that  some  of  the  other  elusive  notes  become  available  to  us  collec- 
tors from  those  long  hidden  bricks.  .

BOOK  REVIEW  _ By  Larry  Adams,  PMCM  #308. 

BANKING  IN  FRONTIER  IOWA  I836-I865  (1971)  by  Erling  A.  Erickson 
183  pp.  $7.50  Iowa  State  University  Press,  Ames,  Iowa  50010. 

The  publication  of  this  book  marks  the  first  on  early^Iowa  banking 
published  since  Preston’s  HISTORY  OF  BANKING  IN  IOWA,  in  1922, 

Prior  to  the  establishment  of  a national  banking  system,  the  American 
States  were  essentially  left  to  fend  for  themselves  in  the  creation 
of  a paper  currency.  The  decentralized  and  often  chaotic  character 
of  the  resulting  banking  system  makes  it  necessary  to  study  the  in- 
dividual states  to  determine  and  understand  the  course  of  American 
banking  development  during  this  period. 

This  history  follows  Iowa's  development  from  an  unpopulated  wilder- 
ness to  a state  with  over  a half  million  citizens.  Like  many  other 
states,  Iowa  experimented  with  several  different  banking  systems  in 
its  efforts  to  meet  the  demand  for  a sound  and  flexible  currency. 

For  a time  it  even  outlawed  banks  of  issue.  The  state  an  interest- 
ing contact  with  the  national  market  and  the  subsequent . commercial- 
ization of  agriculture,  however,  weakened  agrarian  hostility  to 
banks?  on  the  eve  of  the  Civil  War,  banks  were  at  last  legalized 
in  Iowa. 

Banking  in  Frontier  Iowa  1836-1865.  discusses  such  significant 
questions  ass  Why  was  it  difficult  to  place  state  banking  on  a 
sound  basis?  What  was  the  relationship  of  banks  to  politics?  What 
substitute  financial  institutions  developed  when  banks  of  issue  were 
outlawed?  How  successful  was  the  state  in  creating  a banking  system 
that  catered  to  the  monetary  and  credit  needs  of  all  economic 
elemc  . ats  of  the  population?  The  answers  to  these  questions  provide 
comp?  .nensive  coverage  not  only  of  Iowa's  banking  in  this  period  but 
of  its  political  history,  economic  development  and  settlement  as  well. 

The  book  includes  photographs  of  several  pioneer  Iowa  bankers  and 
statesmen?  for  examples  Hoyt  Sherman  and  B,  F,  Allen,  bankers  and 
Stephen  Hempstead  and  James  W.  Crimes,  Governors  of  Iowa. 

Illustrations  are  also  provided  of  several  obsolete  bank  notes,  al- 
though the  author  does  not  attempt  to  catalog  or  provide  a listing 
of  known  Iowa  issues.  Notes  shown  are  $3,  $5  and  $10  notes  on  the 
State  Bank  of  Iowa,  an  uncut  sheet  of  two  $5  notes  on  the  Miners' 

Bank  of  Dubuque,  $1  and  $5  notes  on  the  Agricultural  Bank  of 
Tennessee,  circulated  in  Iowa  by  A.  J.  Stevens  and  Company  and  a 
$10  State  Bank  of  Indiana  note  - counterfeit,  circulated  in  Iowa. 

This  book  is  well-documented  with  an  annotated  appendix  and  a detail- 
ed bibliography  of  both  books  and  articles,  which  is  very  useful  to 
the  student  and  researcher  cf  this  subject.  If  you  are  interested  in 
Iowa  bank  history,  obsolete  notes,  or  checks,  this  volume  would  be 
a welcome  addition  to  your  reference  library.

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GEORGIA  * S LITTLEST  WILDCAT  THE  EXCHANGE  BANK  OF  BRUNSWICK , 

By  Bill  Yarbrough. 


Between  1810  and  i860  the  State  of  Georgia  chartered  more  than  one 
hundred  and  fifty  organizations,  which  h.p..d  a currency  issuing 
potential'.1 

Before  the  Banking  Act  of  1838  each  bank  was  chartered  with  its  own 
rules  of  operation  defined  in  its  charter.  In  I838,  however,  the 
banking  regulations  were  standardized.  Some  of  the  important  points 
of  this  law  were; 

The  state  controlled  the  printing  of  the  notes  instead  of  the  banks. 

Real  Estate  could  be  used  for  the  bulk  of  the  capital  at  one  half  of 
its  value  excluding  all  buildings. 

No  bank  could  be  chartered  with  less  than  a one  hundred  thousand 
dollar  capital  stock. 

The  banks  had  to  have  at  least  twenty-five  per  cent  of  its  total 
currency  circulation  backed  by  coin  in  Its  vault. 

Under  these  basic  rules,  Georgia's  littlest  wildcat  was  formed. 

The  charter  of  the  Exchange  Bank  of  Brunswick  was  drawn  up  by  three 
Brunswick  businessmen  in  August,  1841,  Ubanus  Dart  was  the  major 
stock  holder.  He  held  about  sixty  per  cent  of  the  stock  and 
became  the  president  of  the  bank. 

James  Moore  held  about  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  stock.  He  took 
the  job  of  cashier.  Peter  J.  Williams  held  the  remainding  fifteen' 
per  cent  of  the  stock  and  there  is  no  record  of  him  holding  a position 
in  the  bank. 

The  capital  of  the  bank  was  raised  in  the  form  of  a real  estate 
mortgage  to  the  value  of  $114,763.38.  When  land  was  used  as  capital, 
the  notation,  "Secured  by  pledge  of  real  estate"  had  to  be  placed  on 
the  bank  notes. 

On  December  4,  1841,  the  Controller  General  of  Georgia  delivered  to 
Dart  twenty-five  thousand  in  bank  notes  in  the  following  denomina- 
tions ! 

$15,000  in  $5.00  notes  1 to  1000 
810,000  in  $10.00  notes  1 to  1000 

Later  in  the  month,  on  December  21,  seventy-five  thousand  was  de- 
livered to  him  as  follows: 

$45,000  in  $5.00  notes.  1001  to  4000. 

$30,000  in  $10.00  notes.  1001  to  4000. 

The  Controller  General's  records  mention  that  there  were  four  notes 
to  each  sheets  three  five  dollar  notes,  lettered  A,  B and  C,  and 
one  ten  dollar  note,  lettered  A.  All  four  notes  on  each  sheet  were 
identically  numbered,  each  having  a different  letter. 

The  bank's  annual  report  of  1842  noted  a total  of  $1,190.27  in  coin 
deposited  in  its  vault.  The  bank  had  notes  in  circulation  amounting 
to ..$2 , 970 . 00 . The  remaining  $97,030.00  had  not  been  released.

The  Georgia  Banking  Act  of  I838  stated  that  a bank  could  not  go  into 
debt  more  than  three  times  the  amount  of  its  capital,  Nor  could  it 
issue  more  than  four  times  the  amount  of  currency  over  the  amount  of 
coin  it  actually  had  deposited  in  its  vault.  According  to  the  law, 
this  bank  was  being  operated  legally. 

Records  show  that  by  June,  1843 , the  bank  was  running  into  trouble. 

It  was  refusing  to  redeem  its  notes  on  June  26,  as  is  stated  ovn  the 
bank  of  a number  of  existant  notes.  "Presentation  acknowledged  and 
payment  refused,  26  June,  1843,  James  Moore,  Cashier," 

People  began  complaining  to  the  state  officials  that  the  bank  was  not 
redeeming  its  notes.  Before  long,  the  state  banking  board  ordered 
Dart  to  deposit  at  the  board's  office  in  Milledgeville  a total  of 
$2,850.00  in  coin  to  redeem  notes,  which  he  had  refused  to  redeem 
earlier. 

Several  points  of  interest  can  be  noted  by  comparing  figures  in  the 
state  records  and  the  bank’s  1842  report.  In  October,  1842,  accord- 
ing, to  the  bank ' s.  report, it  had  $2,970.00  worth  of  currency  in  cir- 
culation. By  the  middle  of  1843,  it  had  refused  to  redeem  $2,850.00 
of  its  notes.  V/ as  this  the  entire  circulation  except  for  $120,00? 

Another  observation  is  that  the  bank  had  $1,190.00  in  coin  on  deposit 
in  October,  1842.  Since  it  was  ordered  to  deposit  in  Milledgeville, 
$2,970.00  to  redeem  its  notes  in  1843,  this  would  leave  a shortage 
of  $1,779.73  if  the  bank  had  not  increased  in  cash  assets. 

The  State  Banking  Reports  of  October,  1843  do  not  list  the  Exchange 
Bank  of  Brunswick  as  an  existant  bank  in  the  state,  This  seems  to 
indicate  that  it  closed  sometime  between  June  and  October,  1843. 

An  estimate  of  the  rarity  of  the  notes  based  on  the  $2,970.00  put  in 
circulation  would  run  as  follows? 

Approximately  one  fourth  of  the  notes  would  have  been  issued  in  $10.00 
denominations.  This  figure  would  equal  $740,00  or  seventy-four 
$10,00  notes. 

About  three  fourth  would  have  been  issued  in  $5.00  notes,  which  would 
equal  $2220.00  or  four  hundred  forty-four  $5.00  notes.

Dear  Sir: 


Over  the  past  few  years  much  has  been  said  about  the  coming  bicenten- 
nial celebration  of  our  nation's  birth.  Many  have  believed  that  it 
should  be  reflected  on  every  coin  of  the  U.S.  Series?  others  have 
envisioned  expositions  and  re-enactments  of  all  types.  Few,  however, 
have  discussed  the  most  obvious  and  perhaps  the  least  difficult  of 
all  methods  of  celebrating  the  nation's  200th  birthday. 

I do  not  mean  to  imply  that  my  proposal  would  be  difficult.  However, 
it  is  a compliment  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Board  and  the  Bureau  of 
Engraving  and  Printing  that  the  difficult  seems  the  "norm”. 

As  an  American  History  buff,  a numismatist  and  a member  of  the 
Chester  County  Currency  Club,  I have  given  this  much  thought  and 
discussion. 


Last  month  at  the  meeting  of  the  Chester  County  Currency  Club,  it 
was  discussed  at  length  and  the  content  of  this  letter  proposed. 

I would  therefore,  make  the  following  recommendations  for  the  1976 
currency  printings  of  our  country. 

That  the  $1.00  bill  be  continued  with  the  front  as  it  is  now  with 
the  likeness  of  Washington?  the  back  to  be  changed  to  depict  Wash- 
ington crossing  the  Delaware. 

That  the  $2,00  bill  be  brought  back  with  Jefferson’s  Likeness  on  the 
front  and  the  Declaration  of  Independence  (either  the  signing  or  the 
document)  on  the  back. 

That  the  $5.00  bill  carry  the  likeness  of  Patrick  Henry  on  the 
front  and  St.  John's  Church  on  the  reverse. 

That  the  $10.00  bill  carry  the  likeness  of  John  Hansen  and  on  the 
reverse  Carpenter's  Hall. 

That  the  $20,00  bill  carry  the  likeness  of  Haym  Salomon  and  the  back 
Valley  Forge,  using  the  winter  scene. 

That  the  $50.00  bill  carry  the  likeness  of  John  Paul  Jones  on  the 
front  and  on  the  back  the  Bon  Homme  Richard. 


That  the  $100.00  bill  be  left  as  it  is  with  Franklin  on  the  front 
and  Independence  Hall  on  the  reverse. 


They  also  recommended  the  return  of  fractional  currency,  at  least  in 
the  presence  of  the  50  cent  fractional  currency  piece  and  this  should 
carry  on  the  front  a likeness  of  Betsy  Ross  and  on  the  back  "Old

the  like  spend  months  giving  the  pros  and  cons  for  any  type  of 
appropriate  Centennial  Commemoration,  you.

NEWS  FROM  DISTRICT  FOUR 
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I have  been  a member  of  the  club  for  about  two  years  and  in  that 
time  I have  tried  to  collect  ten  notes  from  each  block  and  have 
established  a collection  of  about  one  hundred  great  trade  mates. 

I recently  changed  over  to  motes  beginning  with  two  or  more  zeros 
and  still  ending ' in-  double  ending  numbers, -22 f 33  and  so  forth.  •••• 

I have  received  hints  here  and  there  and  made  a lot  of  mistakes, 
like  having  radar  notes  and  not  knowing  it  so  I thought  I would 
share  some  of  my  ideas  with  the  other  members  and  maybe  the  other 
silent  members  will  take  a little  interest  in  the  club.  My  latest 
find  was  in  a pack  of  one  hundred  notes  in  the  I969-D  series, 
serial  number  starting  D-27xxxxxxA.  I found  a I969-B,  I969-C  and 
I969-D  star  in  the  pack.  It  seems  most  unusual  to  find  all  three 
series  star  notes  in  the  same  pack.  I haven't  seen  a star  from 
District  Nine  in  the  1969-B  series  and  in  District  Four  I have  only 
found  about  ninety  stars  in  the  I969-C  series  and  so  far  I have 
found  two  packs  of  one  hundred  stars  in  the  I969-D  series.  So 
have  faith  fellow  men  and  ladies  something  is  going  on.  I go  thru 
about  five  to  ten  packs  of  notes  a week.  Here  is  what  I saw  and 
if  any  one  has  a better  idea  please  let  me  and  the  other  members 
know  about  it.  I usually  get  three  to  five  packs  of  one  hundred 
notes  in  the  01  to  100  notes  in  BEP  packs  and  check  for  stars 
first  and  for  fancy  numbers  or  numbers  my  trade  mates  need.  I 
then  get  the  same  number  of  circulated  notes  and  put  a new  one 
and  old  one  in  order  and  return  those  notes  to  another  bank  and 
the  tellers  seem  not  as  reluctant  to  accept  the  notes  with  new  and 
old  intermingled. 

I have  tried  to  return  the  notes  (new)  that  I have  gone  thru  in 
packs  of  fifty  and  have  received  all  kinds  of  hassels  so  I have 
found  this  the  best  method. 

Since  I have  an  assortment  of  traders  in  each  District,  I have  a 
good  idea  of  what  is  happening  in  all  Districts,  but  it  would  be 
great  if  we  all  took  an  active  interest  in  the  club.  One  example 
is  as  yet  I haven't  received  notes  beginning  with  two  or  more 
zeros  in  the  I969-D  series  from  (B-A)  (B-B)  (C-A)  (E-B)  (F-A)  (F-B) 
(G-A)  (G-B)  (J-A)  (K-A)  (L-A).  But  I have  received  (A-A)  (D-A) 
(E-A)  (H-A)  (I-A)  (L-B)  the  strangest  of  all  seems  to  be  the  non 
appearance  of  the  I969-C  (D-B)  block.  I have  been  to  about  nine 
different  cities  in  Ohio  and  can't  find  them  anywhere .
